bankers is that the banking crisis 
last March might have been averted. 
They say the public derived the 
wrong impression from the redis­ 
counting of loans at the R. F. C. 
Many banks still feel they may be 
criticized as weak if they enter into * 
relations with 
the 
Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 
The answer made by the adminis­ 
tration is that a new situation has 
arisen and that the public has a dif­ 
ferent attitude toward the R. F. C. 
and the banks generally now that the 
government has closed many banks 
and reopened what it believes to be 
the sound institutions. 
Asks Banks to Sell Stock. 
Still to meet all possible objections, 
the administration wants all banks, 
large or small, very strong or mod­ 
erately strong, to sell some preferred 
etock to the R. F. C.

May Even Cut Dividend. 
The banks have been raising other 
objections. For one thing they think 
the 5 per cent^ dividend in preferred 
stock is too high and they cite vari­ 
ous reasons, including the fact that 
they themselves are getting so little 
Interest on their government securi­ 
ties. To meet this point the R. F. C. 
has been authorized by the President 
to reduce the dividend to 4 per cent 
if the preferred stock Is retired in 
three y ears. This gives a good motive 
for early retirement of the stock; in 
fact, it shows the banks that the gov­ 
ernment does not want them to keep 
the capital out any longer than is 
necessary . The 1 per cent reduction 
from the dividend rate heretofore 
fixed will be made possible by means 
of a rebate given whenever the stock 
is retired, but the rebate can be 
earned only if the stock is retired 
within the 3-y ear period. 
The administration also has en­ 
deavored to meet another objection 
n:ade by the bankers, namely , that 
the federal government wqs try ing in 
a roundabout way to get control of 
the management of the banks of the 
country . Thus bankers have observed 
recently how 
insurance 
companies 
and railroads were first encouraged 
to borrow from the R. F. C. and then 
congress came along with restrictions 
on the salaries of officers of com­ 
panies borrowing from the R. F. C — 
an interference with the rights of 
stockholders, owners and managers 
*hich has been deeply resented by 
the business world. 
But Ranks Are Suspicions. 
The banks do not want government 
ownership of their institutions nor 
any other socialized plan that inter­ 
feres with individual initiative. They 
have been suspicious of the preferred 
stock scheme. 
President Roosevelt 
has taken cognizance of this feeling, 
and in his letter to Mr. Jones said 
that the government “ does not want 
to control the banks through owner­ 
ship 
of 
preferred 
stock—nothing 
could be farther from the truth.” 
This will commit the President to 
the veto of any bill or regulation pro­ 
posed that seeks to interfere with the 
fights of present stockholders and 
¡managers of the nation’s banks. With

F inding Needed S tate R evenue. 
With the appro ach o f the special sessio n o f 
the Misso uri legislature, it is increasingly evi­ 
dent that the pro blem o f the state’s revenue 
needs fo r relief and o ther purpo ses may be 
wo rked o ut witho ut the additio n o f tax bur­ 
dens that wo uld be o ppressive to business, to 
the pro perty o wner o r the peo ple as a who le. 
Go verno r Park has assumed an attitude 
to ward the matter that is bo th reaso nable and 
o pen-minded and thereby has bro ught to his 
suppo rt a co nsiderable vo lume o f public senti­ 
ment. It sho uld no t be difficult to go alo ng 
with such a pro gram as he has favo red in pre­ 
liminary statements. 
The o utstanding requirement, o f co urse, is to 
place the state in po sitio n to share in federal 
funds fo r relief, so that these funds, in turn, 
may be used to supplement tho se o f cities and 
co unties, so me o f which have alm(» t ex hausted 
their o wn reso urces. Again, state finances 
. must be rehabilitated, while there is the fur­ 
ther questio n o f enabling the state to partici­ 
pate in federal public wo rks allo tments fo r 
badly needed impro vement o f the penal and 
eleemo synary Institutio ns, 
Fo r the last there wo uld be the pro spect o f 
an o utright federal grant o f 4’2 millio n do llars, 
with a lo an o f the rest, amo unting to mo re 
than 15 millio n. A state bo nd issue to co ver 
the amo unt o f the lo an co uld be financed o nly 
thro ugh a pro perty tax . But it is quite po s­ 
sible that a tempo rary arrangement co uld be 
made fo r this financing o ut o f the federal 
grant itself, so that no tax increase wo uld be 
neccsKiry in the perio d o f stress. 
As fo r the majo r vo lume o f the state reve­ 
nue needed, it is being agreed generally that 
it co uld be bad thro ugh an Increase o f the beer 
tax and a tax o n legalized hard liquo rs. There 
is the po ssibility o f such additio nal state eco n­ 
o my as the ex igencies o f the situatio n demand, 
with the go verno r's suggestio n o f a mo derate 
general sales tax as a final reso rt. 
Misseairi is mo re fo rtunate than many o ther 
states in the pro spect o f dealing with an emer­ 
gency questio n. The legislature sho uld be able, 
witho ut wide differences o r pro lo nged delay, to 
devise the remedial measures that are required. 


M r, R oosevelCs Courageous Appeal. 
The President's address befo re the American 
Legio n in Chicago yesterday was marked by a 
degree o f frankness, co urage and earnestness 
that co uld no t fall to bring a ivho le-hearted 
resiwnse, despite the co ntro versial subject o f 
veterans’ o enefits with which the chief ex ecu­ 
tive dealt. 
The fundamental iminciples un­ 
derlying the ex tensio n o f such benefits by the 
go vernment were defined with a clarity that 
carried o cmvictlo n. 
The ex plicit declaratio n that no t even the 
man who had wo rn the unifo rm in his co un- 
trjr’s service co uld be favo red with go vernment 
grants, as to 
distinct class, was balanced by 
the full assurance that no veteran with serv­ 
ice-co nnected disabilities, o r his dependents, 
wo uld be neglected. 
Hie natio nal eco no my 
act, which was framed alo ng the line o f this 
two fo ld imlnciple, was envisaged as a measure 
essential to the maintenance o f the go vern- 
iqent's credit; and there was the implied o bli­ 
gatio n o f patrio tic service in the reco gnitio n 
and suppcMrt o f such a measure in a time o f 
ni^iaaal emergency. 
The President’s purp<» e in making the 
hurried trip to Chicago was plainly revealed in 
his cwirse o f giving to veterans’ affairs by far 
the m aj« j» rt o f his address. Yet there was 
a final wo rd o n the reco very situatio n, and it 
was' a wo rd o f enco uragement. There was the 
pertinent reminder that while pro gress had no t 
been unifo rm o r witho ut interruptio n it had 
been real, but that there must be further ef­ 
fo rts to increase farm Inco me and to hasten 
the pace o f industrial activity. 
The Presi­ 
dent’s entire appeal was to that unity o f en­ 
deavo r which must be made to serve the na­ 
tio n in a crisis o f peace as in the peril o f 
actual co nflict.

tn At irrigatio n, po wer pro ductio n and o ther 
Ifro ie m wo uld be undertaken, alo ng with co m- 
o i tb# lo wer river channel. This regio n 
thlBk in terms o f the 'Pezmeasee valley. 


the Bo ulder Dam and o ther such giant enter­ 
prises in o rder to grasp the magnitude o f the 
co -o rdinated Misso uri Valley plan that has 
been started o n its way to o fficial attentio n 
at Washingto n. 


F irearm s for Law ful Use, 
When the submachine gun, hlgh-caliber rifle 
and o ther effects o f Albert Bates, co nvicted 
Crschel kidnaper, are so ld at public auctio n in 
Denver to satisfy a judgment against the 
gangster, it is to be ho ped that the succe.s.sful 
bidder will no t be fro m the ranks o f o rganized 
crime. It is ex plained that Co lo rado has no 
law pertaining to po ssessio n o f firearms, so , 
presumably, any ambitio us member o f the 
underwo rld with the ready cash co uld bid in 
the weapo ns that Bates himself no lo nger can 
use. 
Tliat Ls suggestif o f a lax ity thro ugho ut the 
co untry which has co ntributed in no small way 
to the spread o f crime and the murdero us ac­ 
tivities that have made up a go o d part o f it. 
Such regulatio ns against deadly weapo ns as 
ex ist are no t bro ad eno ugh and enfo rcement 
o f them has been little mo re than farcical. 
But while better co ntro l is awaited the au­ 
tho rities at Denver had better make the high 
bid fo r the submachine gun and the rifle, then 
pro ceed to make just as liberal use o f them 
against bandits and their like as legal en­ 
fo rcement o f law will permit.

Twenty Years A« Qro wing.....................Alaurice O’Sullivan 


When R evolutionists Disagree. 
The danger that was Inherent in the recent 
Cuban revo lutio n has materialized. 
The o p­ 
po sitio n to the dictato rship o f fo rmer Presi­ 
dent Gerardo Machado was implacable and 
widespread, but it was united o nly in its hatred 
o f the co mmo n o ppresso r. The po litical beliefs 
included in the mo vement that finally o ver­ 
threw Prwident Machado in August ranged 
fro m co mmunism to co nservatism and fo und 
ex pressio n in half a d(» en different o rganiza­ 
tio ns. 
Obvio usly, the questio n was whether, 
o nce the negative part o f the revo lutio nists’ 
pro gram was acco mplished in the o verthro w o f 
the Machado regime, these vario us gro ups 
co uld arrange tb co -o perate in the affirmative 
sense o f re-establishing an efficient amstltu- 
tlo nal go vernment in Cuba. 
The first attempt at co -o peratio n, embo died 
in the pro visio nal go vernment o f Carlo s Manuel 
de Cespedes, lasted Just twenty-three days. It 
came to a peaceful end, as a result o f the o p­ 
po sitio n o f the student revo lutio nary gro up and 
the no nco mmissio ned o fficers o f the Cuban 
army. 
The seco nd attempt, which Invo lves 
the pro visio nal go vernment headed by Dr. Grau 
San Martin, has endured a little lo nger, but 
still seems far fro m secure. It is suppo rted by 
the elements that fo rced the resignatl<m o f 
President de Cespedes, but it, in turn, has the 
o ppo sitio n o f the co mmissio ned o fficers and the 
Co mmunists, and lacks the suppo rt o f the po w­ 
erful ABC so ciety. 
Cuba is in no ccmdltio n eco no mically to en­ 
dure a lo ng perio d o f civil diso rder. Every day 
that the establishment o f an effective go vern­ 
ment is deferred, the task o f such a go vern­ 
ment beco mes the mo re difficult. 
And the 
Cubans canno t affo rd to have ex changed Ma­ 
chado fo r a do g fight amo ng his enemies. 


Purple Patches from Pater. 
The disclo sure by an o fficial o f the French 
natio nal museum service that between 
35,000 
and 40,(» 0 repro ductio ns o f the “Mo na Lisa’’ 
are so ld every year at the Lo uvre in Paris, 
where Leo nardo da Vinci’s famo us painting is 
hung, recalls the press agent wo rk do ne fo r 
that picture by the Englishman, Walter Pater. 
Anyo ne who believes that the press agent o f a 
mo dern mo tio n picture “star” has ex hausted 
the reso urces o f the English language In de­ 
scribing the perfccti<ms o f his patro ness sho uld 
co nsult this passage fro m Pater’s “Renais­ 
sance”: 


Hers (the “Mo na Ltea'a") 
Is the head 
upo n which all the ends o f the wo rld are 
co me, and the eyelids are a little weary. It 
is a beauty wro ught o ut fro m within upo n 
the flesh, the depo sit, little cell by cell, o f 
strange tho ughts and fantastic reveries and 
ex quisite passio ns. . . . All the tho ughts 
and ex periences o f the wo rld have etched 
and mo ulded there, in that which they 
have o f po wer to refine and make ex prea- 
stve the o utward fo rm, the animalism o f 
Greece, the lust o f Ro me, the mysticism o f 
the middle age with Its spiritual ambitio n 
and imaginative lo ves, the return o f the 
pagan wo rld, the alns o f th# Bo rglas. . . .

h e r e are o ld friends and new friends 
upo n the shelf, but the true bo o k lever 
finds as co rdial a welco me in his heart 
fo r the new that co me with the sign 
manual o f sincerity and art as fo r the o ld that 
we cling to with the affectio n o f tender mem­ 
o ries and cherished asso ciatio ns. 
Time may 
dim the ro mantic hues that lured us in so me 
classic o f ado lescent days—revisited, in after 
years. Us skies may no t appear so blue no r the 
music o f its waters so thrilling to the ear—but 
a go o d bo o k o nce enjo yed beco mes a part o f us 
fo rever and has established its title to a shrine 
near the ingle-no o k. 
Many and many a bo o k passes alo ng the 
literary highways in these days, so me o n their 
way to the great vault o f o blivio n, so me to re­ 
main a friendly night o r two bringing news 
fro m far lands, so me to amaze and bewilder 
us with their antic freedo ms until we are glad 
to bid them farewell and speed them o n their 
way. “The o ne remains, the many change and 
pass.” 
And here co mes o ne fresh fro m the 
Viking Press that we will be lo ath to part with; 
a bo o k written by a strange hand in a strange 
land, and primarily fo r a stranger peo ple, 
which, tho ugh unheard o f befo re it swam into 
o ur ken, must surely find a friendly welco me 
fro m readers o n the lo o k-o ut fo r so mething 
"new and strange.” 
We bid It a 
ca ed mille 
fa tlth e in the to ngue in which it was o riginally 
written. 
“Twenty Years A-Gro wing” is an lrl.sh o o o k, 
written by a yo ung Irishman, a bro th o f a bo y 
no w a member o f the Civic Guard in Dublin— 
in the Irish language, and with no greater am­ 
bitio n than to please the hundred o dd fishing 
fo lk o f his native Island hard by the cwist o f 
Kerry. But so me Ox fo rd translato rs fo und it, 
hailed it as a child o f virgin genius, turned it 
faithfully into simple English, with the in­ 
escapable flavo r o f primitive Irish po etry still 
hanging to it like the tang o f sea mo ss, and 
sent it into the wo rld. 
Literary critics abro ad 
praised it with a fresh delight. 'The staid Lo n­ 
do n Times lent its co lumns to vo ice appreciatio n 
o f the bo o k’s magic and charm. 
English re­ 
viewers o pened their jaded arms to it, o ne, as 
to a “breath o f sea air and a magical music,” 
and ano ther, as to a sudden delightful disco very 
o f "the egg o f a seabird, lo vely, perfect and 
laid this very mo rning.” 


A STRANGER FROM THE SEAS. 
The Bo o k So ciety o f Lo ndo n ado pted it as 
a naive waif fro m unkno wn so litudes, and the 
Bo o k-o f-the-Mo nth Club in this co untry has 
spo nso red it o n this side o f the water. 
So 
here’s a "sla in th e and sla in th e and sla in th e 
again” (which is the refrain o f a fine o ld Irish 
so ng ex pressive o t go o d will) to Maurice O’Sul­ 
livan o f the Dublin co nstabulary and may he 
never gro w o lder than the twenty vivid years 
he has put into his bo o k. There is an abiding 
place fo r It o n the shelf o ver there between 
Gilbert White’s “Natural Histo ry o f Selbo rne” 
and De Fo e’s “Ro binso n Cruso e.” 
If yo u can imagine yo urself suddenly trans­ 
po rted fro m a facto ry o ffice in so me big in­ 
dustrial city back in time to so me medieval 
day and in space to so me remo te Island o f the 
seas that yo u never heard o f, amo ng a peo ple 
who se traditio ns and custo ms are centuries o ld. 
yo u may get so me idea o f the wo rld in which 
this yo ung Celtic po et o f Nature was twenty 
years a-gro wlng with little co nceptio n o f the 
great ro und glo be upo n which his little Island 
was a mere speck. 
The Blasket Islands, wheie 
O’Sullivan’s auto bio graphical sto ry is laid, lie 
o ff the co ast o f Kerry, in the ex treme so uth­ 
west co mer o f Ireland. 
The largest o f the 
Islands, upo n which the greater part o f the 
autho r’s life was spent, is abo ut five miles lo ng 
and hardly mo re than a half mile bro ad, a 
windswept, treeless ridge o f bo g and pasture. 
Fisher fo lk have dwelt there fo r centuries. 
There Is a little village (Hi the island where 
there is a tribal o r clan “king.” 
There is just 
eno ugh so il to yield a scanty cro p o f po tato es 
and fo dder fo r the co ws. 
The o ther little 
Islands o f the gro up have strange Gaelic names 
—Inlsh-vlck-ilaun, Tearacht, Inish Tulscart, 
and o n o ne o f them are to be fo und the ruins 
o f an o rato ry o f Saint Brendan, that ancient 
Irish mariner who sailed the western seas lo ng 
befo re the days o f Co lumbus in search o f “The 
Islands o f the Blest.” 
Bleak and f(H:bidding 
to mo st anyo ne wcHild be to day the Great 
Blasket Island, but it was here that Maurice 
O'Sullivan, an Irish speaking lad amo ng Irish 
speaking peo ple, fo und ro mance, adventure, 
po etry and fairy lo re unto uched by mo dern 
so phisticatio n, and a quaint heart-to uching 
music o f wo rds which he put to paper fo r the 
so le plesMsure o f his island friends. 
Fo r years and years the island might In­ 
deed have been numbered amo ng Saint Bren­ 
dan’s Islands o f the Blest. 
Generatio n after 
generatio n lived there in peace and happiness, 
remo te fro m the great wo rld o f which they

knew little, enjo ying primitive custo ms and 
legends, the o rigins o f which were lo st in the 
mists o f vanished centuries. 
Their lo t was

ho mes little cabins built into the hillsides to 
shield them fro m the sto rmy winds. 
Their 
days were devo ted to labo r and danger, their 
lo ng nights to singing, dancing, sto ry telling, 
balladry, and the music o f the Irish harp and 
bagpipes. 
What literature they knew o f the o lden days 
was preserved by o ral traditio n.

And 
after twenty years o f life o n the island, rich in 
dreams and vigo ro us in physical adventure, 
Maurice O'Sullivan went, with his little Irish 
bo o k under his arm, to beco me a po liceman in 
Dublin.

A rare sto ry teller Is this O’Sullivan o f the 
islands.

"With the first 
paragraph o ne can easily imagine himself sit­ 
ting befo re a turf fire listening to the tale o f 
so me wandering minstrel: 
“There is no do ubt but yo uth Is a fine thing 
tho ugh my o wn is no t o ver yet and wisdo m 
co mes with age. 1 am a bo y who was bo rn and 
bred in the Great Bla-sket, a small truly Gaelic 
Island which lies no rthwest o f the co ast o f 
Kerry, where the sto rms o f the sky and the 
wild sea beat witho ut ceasing fro m end to end 
o t the year and fro m generatio n to generatio n 
against the wrinkled ro cks which stand abo ve 
the waves that wash In and o ut o f th# co ve# 
where the seals make their ho mes. 
•T remember well, when I was 4 years o ld. I 
was In the to wn o f Dingle in the care o f a 
strange wo man, because I was o nly a year o ld 
when my mo ther died, Go d bless her so ul and 
the so uls o f the dead. So there was uo o ne to 
take car*^ o f me. 
I had two bro thers and two 
sisters, but at that time they had little mo re 
wnse t h ^ myself. 
So . as I have satd. my fa- 
ther sent me to Dingle to be cared fo r by a 
wo man there. Very great. Indeed, was the co n­ 
tro l that was o ver us, fo r there were many 
o thers like me. and as everyo ne kno ws, when- 
ever there is a cro wd o f yo ung children to ­ 
gether they do be tro ubleso me and very no isy 
at times.

THE PRIMITIVE ISLAND LIFE. 
Dingle was o n the mainland and after & few 
years o f scho o ling there in the primer bo o ks 
under an aged scho o l mistress, O’Sullivan was 
taken back to the island where he had been 
bo m. There he so o n fo rgo t his little English, 
which was in disfavo r^ and very so o n ado pted 
the Irish to ngue, the native language o f the 
islanders. Here his educatio n was co mpleted 
under a “hedge” scho o lmaster and fro m what 
bo o ks fell into his hands. But he was to find 
his “sermo ns in sto nes and his bo o ks in the 
running bro o ks” and in the rugged cliff ro cks 
and alo ng the sto rm-swept co ves o f the Islands. 
Fo r he was a Cruso e who left no no o k o f the 
island undisco vered, as he grew up to his 
twentieth year. 
He began to write o f his ex periences fro m 
day to day in the Gaelic language, reading the 
little chapters to the admiring fisher fo lk o f 
evenings, little dro aming that he was making 
a bo o k fo r the shelves o f distant lands. He 
wro te o f the simple and familiar things o f his 
every-day life—dances and brawls, fairs and 
festivals, fishing and hunting, wakes and wed­ 
dings, co urting and chimney (» rner gh(x st and 
fairy sto ries. And into his writing went so me­ 
thing that was bo rn in the so ul o f Maurice 
O’Sullivan, natural so il-inspired po etry, humo r, 
beauty and ecstacy that transfo rmed his ex ­ 
periences, o rdinary to mo st o f the islanders, 
into so mething as tender, natural and unique 
as the atmo sphere and the so Utudes o f the 
island? themselves, lying there acro ss the bo r- , 
ders o f the great wo rld in the vigo r and lo ne­ 
liness o f primeval days. 
l^ e bo o k is full o f Impressiimistic pictures 
that seem to dro p as naturally irtm the pen 
o f this yo ung Celt as tho ugh he were a sm- 
^ e d literary veteran, all the mo re co lo rful 
in their spo ntaneity.
